Iv ix generally recognized that European 
assistance, toa certain extent, is mecessary to 
carry on, the work of Government in Egypt, 
Differences of opinion, however, arise when 
any attempt is made to lay down with any 
degree of precision the extent to which recourse 
should be had to European agency. Weighty 
arguments may be advanced on both sides. 
On the one hand, says Lord Cromer in his last 
report, I have had it’ frequently ugged upon 
me that the efficiency of the service suffers by 
reasons of the inadequacy of the European 
staff; that the welfare of the mass of the 
population must be placed before all” other 
considerations ; that the vast majority of voice- 
less Egyptians prefer good administration to 
national government; and that, therefore, for 
the present, and probably fora long time to 
come, the employment of a large number of 
Europeans is absolutely necessary. On the other 
hand, it is stated that the Egyptians : prefer a 
defective system of government administered 
by their own countrymen to a relatively perfect 
system administered by aliens; that itis in 
the highest degree impolitic te push on 
education and at the same time.to close the 
door of high, Government employment to the 
educated classes; that the Egyptians can 
never learn to govern themselves unless they 
‘ure allowed to inake the attempt; that’ any 
causes which-tend towards maladministration 
will be temporaty and will | gradually diseppear 
asa result of ‘the experience which will be 
gained ; and thét, therefore, the number of 
Europeans in the service Of the Government 
should not mérely be reduced. to the lowest 
limit compatible with: efficiency, but that that 
limit should be exceeded, and that even a 
somewhat high degree of temporary inefficiency 
should: be tolerated in order to attain the 
desired end, 

“What is quite clear is, thatif western civilize 8; 
ation is to be introduced into Egypt, it can 
only be done by Europeans, or by Egyptians 
who have imbibed the spirit of that civiliza: 
tion, and have acquired the knowledge necess- 
ary in onder to apply western methods .of 
government. ‘The extent to which Europeans, 
or Egyptians, who have received an European 
training, should respectively he employed, 
depends mainly on the supply which is avail- 
able of the latter class, The main difficulty of 
dealing with the question is that, for the pres- 
ent, the demand for qualified Egyptians of 
this class is greatly in exeess of the supply. 

The general policy which has been pursued 
since the British oceupation of the country 
took place, in 1882, has been to limit the 
number of Europeans in the employment ot 
the Government as much as possible, to employ 
Egyptians in the very great majority of the 
subordinate and in a large number of the 
superior administrative posts, and gradually to 
prepare the ground ' Mor increasing the number 
of Egyptians in high employment. This poliey 
is thoroughly understogil by all the leading 
British officials.in Egypt. Some, possibly, have 
been more successful than others in training 
their Egyptian subordinates, Some, again, may 
be ‘inclined ‘to insist on a rather excessive 
standard of efficiency on the part of the Egyp- 
tian before they will readily -acquiesce in 
foregoing the appointment of an European. As 
Lord Cromer remarks, “I have never found on 
the part of any higher British officials in this 
country any tendency. to qnestion:the wisdom 
of the policy, or the least reluctance to give 
effeet to it when once they were convinced 
that a qualified Egyptian could be ‘found to 
take any post which might . hapyien to be 
vacant.” 

The difficulties in the way of giving any thing 
like immediate effect to the substitution’on a 
large scale of Egyptian for European agency 
in the administrative work of the country are, 
in fact, very great. This matter is frequeiitly 
discussed’ on the assumption-that @ number of 
places under Governmer{t. are naw ogcupied 
by Europeans -for which competent Bagyptians 
could. without difficulty be found. This. as- 
sumption certainly gives & very incorrect ; View 
of the facts ‘of the situation. There is_ro 
doubt that there are a ‘few cases as towhich 
it may be said that, if the European occupant 
of some post vacated his place, a competent 
Egyptian might at once be found to replace 
him. But, in the very large majority of -cases, 
the reason why the European holds the post 
is that the supply of competerit Egyptians is 
not nearly equal to the demand.

At its last sifting the.Council of Ministers 
approved an interesting note from Sir William 
(jarstin relative to the advancement of native 
engineers in the Public’ Works service. This

BIOGRAPHICAL DETAILS. 


Born in 1851, ‘Mr. Sydney Henton Carver 
‘has passed away at the early age of 56, mourned 
and regretted not only by ,the British com- 
munity, but also by pedpletof every nationality 
in Egypt. 

Mr. Carver arrived in Egypt in 1872, and, 
after spending some years at Mdnsonrah, he 
became a partner in the firm of Messrs, Carver 
and Co,.and removed to Alexandria in 1881. 

His kindness of heart, his desire to be’ of 
use to his fellow men, and his detertnination 
to do what was right soon, made his  influerie 
felt, and it may truly. be said that there has 
been no charitable ot public movement of any 
importance in Alexandria during the ‘ast 
twenty-five years in which Mr. Sydney Carver 
has not taken a leading part. 

It would be diffienlt to enumerate all his 
public services to the town in which he lived. 
But we may remind our readers that Mr. 
Carver was largely instrumental in obtaining 


‘relief for Mansotrah in 1883, when, in conse- 


quence jof the severe outbreak of cholera and 
the cordon round ‘the town, the supplies 
of medicines’ and food” became exhausted ; 

that it was due to Mr. Carver's initiative that 
the Rudolph home for the poor was placed on 
a sound and business-like basis; that Mr. 
Sydney Carver was the guiding spirit of the 
Vietoria House and Nurses’ Home which is 
now so successful, that, mainly “through his 
influence, an extra wing iy being added to the 
building ; that he was the first’ vice-president 
of the Municipahty; ancl, finally, that he was 
always chosen as one of the British representa- 
tives on any International Comittee. 

But apart from these publie services there 
were others of a more private nature that Mr, 
Carver rendered to those around him and 
which endearetl him te all who eame in contact 
with him. In times of trouble and of grief Mr. 
Carver's help was always sought and never 
refused. He was the first to act, the first to aid; 
and to many the news of his death will bring 
back remembrances of some particular occasion 
when, by his sympathetic nature and sound 
common sense, ha was able to assist of console 
them at difficult times of their life. 

As fme of the managing directors of the 
firm of Messrs. Carver Bros and Co, Ltd., Mr. 
Sydney Carver held for many years an import- 
ant position in the business circles af Alex- 
andra. ' 

In 1900, at great personal sacrifice. and 
purely from a strict sense of.duty, Mr. Sydney 
Carver consented to act as one of the three 
liquidators of the Banque Industrielle. Probab- 
ly only those who followed the intricate 


operations which that liquidation. involved: 


could appreciate the labour, patience, and 
business Capacity which were required to bring 
the watter toa successful termination. 

Mr. Carver was chairman of the British 
Chamber of Commerce, and Vice-President of 
the cotton section of the Produce Association 


Pand chairman or member of every epmmittee 


connected with the exports trade of Egypt, 
besides being ’a director of several public com- 
panies. 

By none will Mr. Sydney areal death % 
more regretted than by the\staft of Messrs. 
Carver Bros. and Co. Ltd., who looked upon 
him riot only as the head of the finn j in Egypt, 
bat also as one who had their personal interests 
at heart. ~~

In your columns of Friday's date you 
published-an article, extracted from the Journal 
of the British Chamber of Commerce, onthe fall 
in values of Egyptian securities, which ends up 
in somewhat optimistic languhge.

‘That in 
A measure is,correct; but only in a measure, 
‘The real reason is that all confidence has been 
completely shattered for the time being. Egypt 
to-day is more prosperous than it ever was 
hefore. If specalators have lost money it <does 
not mean that that money has been lost to 
Eyypt ; what ‘Tom loses Harry makes; large 
“paper profits” were made and large “paper 
profits” were lost, but the -prosperity of the 
country has stealily i increased ; the cotton crop 
of last year‘is turning out the biggest on 
record and is- selling at record prices, 
country is full of money, the imports of gold 
coin into the: country reached a phenominal] 
figure last year, and hardly any of it has since 
formed its way back to Europe. Why then this 
panicky feeling in the financial atmosphere of 
Eyypt? The answer is simple enough. In reading 
the article of the Journal of the British 
| Chamber of Commerce one finds the following 
statement: “ The Egyptian Banks did their 
best to moderate the gambling fever by ‘refus- 
ing to Inerease their advances, on local shares, 
whilst several of them went further and = con. 
fined their advances to the better Class of se 
curities entirely eliminating those of a finan 

cial or land speenlating character". If that 
were all that the Egyptian banks. did, né fant 
eould be found with their action. It would be 
only a question of common banking prudence; 
but they went further. Some of our leading 
banking magnates putytheir heads together 


Tand said all this spectfation must be stopped, 


A regular and organised campaign was started 
by them to curtail speculation, and the result 
has beena complete shattering of all confidence 
in Egyptian securities. These- same banking 
magnets-now sit gloomily in their offices and 
metaphorically wring their hands and say 
“what will be the’end of-all this ? They. have 
raised the ghost and have no idea how to lay 
it now that it has. served their purposé : and 
yet the re-establishment of confidence is easy 
enough. Let these saine banking magnates put 
their Keads together once more, Let them 
oo a list of really first class securities, se- 

lrities which are paying regular dividenels 
and ate what we might eall the “ gilt edge ” 
securities of Egypt, such as National Bank, 
Agricultural Bank, Credit Foneier, Delta Light 
Railways, Dairas ete. ete. Let them fix the 


value of these shares on’ 4 per cent and 5 per: 


cent bases and'then forma pool amongst theni- 
selves’ and commence buying these shares, 
continning to buy : all that are procurable until 
they rise to-the valués they have fixed upon. 
They will not have to buy very many shares 
before confidence is once more established, and

MR. HOHLER'S REPORT. 


OF TRADE. '. 


‘The difficulty of procuring labour creates a 
demand for labour saving machinery of all 
kinds. 

The amount of Government building which 
has already. been done at Port Sudan is 'sur- 
prising, and I ventute to say:that the progress 
‘which has been made reflects the highest credit 
on the Sudan Department of Public-Works, 
and especially on its local representative, 
Captain Kelly, R.E. The work is still being 
carried onin every direction, and a firm of 
building contractors of good standing would 
certainly be able to secure a number of con- 
tracts already. Much more will he practicable 
in this line as soon as the building of the town 
itself is rendered feasible by:.a settlement of 
the land tenure. 

With regard to the Govecnmentt contracts, I 


‘tiay anention One scheme ‘which is already 


under consideration, that. is,. the construction 
of a water reservoir in the hill, and of a con- 
duit to the town, sdme 25 miles off. 

A small cold’ storage is ‘already being con- 
structed by a. private firm, which..should be 
of the greatest advantage, both to the public 
and to the firm: ‘L think this might well be 
expanded much, more widely: At. present 
the steamers from Suez take abont 3} days to 
reach Pott Sindan ;. they run irregularly, and 
are not well found. ° Modern steatiiers could 
easily do thé journey regularly in* 48 hours, 
If they were fitted with a cold storage room, 
andl if a cold storage wagon were placed on the 
railway, they could provide Port ‘Sudan, 
Atbara (including Berber), Khartown, and 
possibly also Merowe (Kereima) with fresh 
provisions, fruit, ete. Such. a line of steamers 
should be able to eut. ont the old Nile’ route 


altogether as ‘a means of communication with 


Khartoum, forthe direct trains. already* run 
in 22 hours only from, Port Sudan to the 


capital.

EGYPTIAN RULE IN THE. 
AEGEAN. 


In addition to the manner in which the 
history of Egypt under the Ptolemies is being 
illustrated by means of papyri discovered in 
the country itself new material is continually 
being provided by’ the finding’ of Greek in- 


| scriptives in the islands of the Levant. Many of 


these have been utilised by Strack in his 
history of the Ptolemies, and by Leclercq in 
his “Historie des Lagides,” The “Egyptian 
Gazette” has from time to time mentioned any 
new text of interest that has been . recovered, 


.Jand we again return to the matter because of 


an inscription of exceptional historical import- 
ante which has been edited by. the Irench 
explorers of the Island of Delos. 

In. the earlier part of the reign of Ptolemy 
Energetes we know for certain from the Adulis 
inscription, in Abyssinia, that Delos and the 
other Cyclades appertained to Egypt. But 
certain: statement by historians, or in’ Japidary 
text, have indicated that the guzerainity did 
not long endure ; and that soon after the 
accession of Antigomes Doson in Macedonia, 
his dominion was set up in the islands in 
place of that the Egyptian prince. However 
up to the present definite evidence for this was 


| not ‘forthcoming. The new inseription however 


decides tlie question for it proves the existance 
at Delos of a monument consecrated by Anti- 
gonns Doson in memory of the victory of 
Sellasia. 

Kileomenes whom Dosen defeated was the 
ally of Ptolemy Energetes and xo it is incredible 
that had Delos. still been Egyptian territory, 
such a monument could have been erected 
there. The battle of Sellasia was fought far 
away.in Macedonia and so was not of itself 
sufficient to eliminate the Egyptian suzerainity 
in the Cyclade. That was probably the imme- 
diate resilt of the naval victory of Antigonus 
Doson gained over the Ptolemaic fleet at 
Andros in 228, or 227 B.c. M. Maurice 
Holleaux, who edits the new inscriptions gives 
reasons for thinking that some of the islands 
remained independent when Egyptian sway 
was withdrawn Syros and Amorgos we know 
from other text submitted to Antigonus. This 
however does not-so-much concern Egyptian 
history.
